ORCTV Holds Annual Telethon

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years, performing often for people in hospitals, nursing 
homes, and community events. Many of the performers 
at the telethon are current or former members of the 
ensemble and many of the volunteers who helped bring 
it together are parents of members or close friends and 
family of Ms. Zucco. 

Denise Bertrand has volunteered for the 
Showstoppers for ten years. "This production is really a 
team effort among all the Showstopper parents," she said. 

Any great variety show is nothing without its 
host. The ORCTV telethon was proudly MC'ed by Paul 
Sardinha, drama director at Old Rochester Regional High 
School. He has hosted the program all four years. 
"It's for the kids, you know? It's a great program to do 
for them," Mr. Sardinha said.

Showstoppers veteran said. She, too, has aspirations of 
attending Julliard following high school. 

The telethon itself is about fundraising, but the 
message is all about giving back. Dartmouth native 
Alyssa Maitoza, 12, and member of the Showstoppers 
for the past five years, sang "It's My Party (And Fll Cry 
If I Want To).'' She said she wants to pursue dancing and 
music at either Berklee or Julliard, but ultimately, wants 
to bring her skills back home. 

'T want to open a dancing and singing studio somewhere 
in the New Bedford area because I think New Bedford 
could be as good as New York or Boston," she said. 

While the telethon featured mostly local 
performers, the program featured two songs by the a 
cappella ensemble Hawkward, comprised of students 
from Roger Williams University. Erin Morrissette, who 
sang the lead on their rendition of Adele's "Rolling In The 
Deep", was a member of Showstoppers for nine years. 
She was also the recipient of a musical scholarship from 
the group. 

"I love music and I love singing with this group, 
so I wanted to come back for the telethon to perform so I 
could show them my appreciation for what they did for 
me and so they could see how Fm making music now 
that Fm in college," she said. 

The telethon, which ran from 4:00 to 8:00 pm, 
suffered from no shortage of performers.

$27 Million Water/Sewer Project Presented

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Hall on Thursday, February 9 to hear the details of an 
extensive multi-year, multi-million dollar village water 
and sewer upgrade project. 

The meeting featured consulting engineers Shawn 
Syde and Robert Otoski of Camp Dresser and McKee, 
Inc., who described the four-phase project that has a 
preliminary cost of approximately $27 million. The 
engineers explained that this figure could be reduced by 
35 percent by eliminating/ reducing costs such as lining 
some existing sewer pipes with a synthetic liner and using 
concrete sidewalks instead of brick. 

Mr. Syde presented the four phases, and presented 
a time line for each. Phase 1 construction would be 
tackled first, with a current year start and the phase

completed in 2014 and involve Main Street, South Street, 
Hiller Street, Front Street, Cottage Street, Ryder Lane and 
Holmes Street. The estimate for Phase 1 is $13.5 million. 

Phase 2 included Main Street, School Street and 
Pleasant Street and Clark Street, slated to begin in 2014 
and finish by 2016, with a cost estimate of $5 million. 

Phase 3, proposed to begin in 2016 and completed 
in 2018, included Front Street and Holmes Street, 
consisting of 5,000 linear feet. The estimate for Phase 3 is 
$5.8 million. Phase 4, at Spring Street to Ryder Lane and 
down to Maple Avenue is the longest stretch, at 7,050 feet 
with an estimate of $3.5 million. 

The sum total presented was for a repair and 
upgrade of the existing sewer and water system in 
the town and to reduce the inflow and infiltration into 
the sewer system and address water drainage issues, 
primarily after a heavy rainfall. Water from storms can 
enter the sewer system, taxing the system and pushing it 
to capacity. 

The primary concern raised is that storm water 
entering the sewer system also is treated unnecessarily 
at a high cost to the town and putting excess wear and 
tear on the wastewater treatment infrastructure. It was 
estimated that in 2010, it cost the town $90,000 to treat 
water resulting from rainstorms. 

Another issue is that the town is close to exceeding 
the permitted amount of water that can be processed at 
the treatment plant, as determined by the Environmental 
Protection Agency. It was noted that if the current level 
of water being treated continued, the town would be in 
violation of their permit and might be forced to consider 
upgrading the treatment facility. 

After a house-to-house inspection program, held 
last spring and summer, the town has slowed down the 
amount of water going into the sewer system. 

At the meeting, Mr. Syde said that 83 percent of 
village properties were voluntarily inspected and some 
problems were found and resolved. According to CDMS, 
they confirmed 40 sources going into the system illegally 
and are continuing to investigate another 360 sources 
that could possibly be entering the sewer illegally via 
roof drains and sump pumps. Dye testing is ongoing to

"This is an old town, plumbers would tell residents 
to put their sump pump lines into the sewer... this is an old 
problem that's become a new problem/' said Selectman 
Roger Blanchette. 

"We've seen less of a flow after a rainstorm/' 
commented Rob Zora, saying that depending upon the 
time of year, the amount of rain and other factors, the 
sewer flow has improved significantly, but not enough to 
meet the new sewer treatment plant requirements. 

Mr. Zora reminded the group that water came to 
the town in 1908 and sewer, in some fashion, in 1910. "The 
village is the oldest in the town and operates like an old 
French drain," he said. 

Selectman Henry - serving as chairman of the effort 
- told the group that the meeting was an open meeting 
but was being held with the intent of getting the three 
committees together to review and discuss the project. 

"This is a lot of money and the focus is for the 
committees to ask questions (of CDMS) and discuss the 
issue," said Mr. Henry. 

Approximately 20 residents attended and were 
vocal in asking and responding to comments between 
committee members. 

"How are we going to pay for this?" asked Jay 
Ryder, who serves as Planning Board Chairman. We 
already have some of the highest water and sewer rates in 
the state." 

Finance Committee member Karen Kevelson said 
that the town has no money to mow the ball fields at 
Sippican School during the summer. 

"We're going to depend on volunteers to mow the 
lawn... if we don't have money to mow the lawn, how are 
we going to pay for this?" she asked. 

The consensus was that the committees needed 
time to digest and review all the data presented and 
decide on a date to meet again. The group went back and 
forth on whether the initial request for an engineering 
estimate should be placed on the warrant for town 
meeting in March, but no decision was made. 

No date was set for the next public meeting on the 

issue.

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ZBA Endorses Planning Board on Asphalt Plant 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

Nearly 15 months have passed since Edgewood 
Development first unveiled its plans to construct an 
asphalt plant on a 5.3-acre site off King's Highway 
in northeastern Rochester - but the fate of the project 
remains up in the air. 

Edgewood Development first proposed its 
bituminous concrete plant in the town's industrial section 
in November 2010 - but its proximity to two residences 
and concerns from area businesses about its impact 
resulted in six months of Planning Board hearings. 
The meetings had delved into all aspects of the plant's 
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64 Fairhaven Rd (RT 6) 
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potential impact - from lighting, sound, air emissions 
to traffic - through expert testimony from both the 
applicants and opposing group. 

The Planning Board approved the plant's 
construction last May, but the following month, 
petitioners led by legal representative Benjamin Tymann 
of Mintz Levin appealed the ruling to the Plymouth Land 
Court. The group - including two nearby residents and 
Todesca Realty Trust - argued that the Planning Board 
overstepped its boundaries by approving the plant, 
namely because of a bylaw that states "no such use is 
permitted which would be detrimental of offensive or 
tend to reduce property values in the same of adjoining 
district.'' 

With the Planning Board in litigation, the Building 
Commissioner denied Edgewood the permit needed to 
move forward - pushing the case to the Zoning Board 
of Appeals in November 2011. To digest the months of 
hearings, they requested time to review the case. 

Fast forward to February 9, 2012. After two months 
of reviewing the case, the ZBA formally upheld the 
Planning Board's decision to approve the plant. 

ZBA member Benjamin Gilmore argued the plant 
would co-exist with its industrial neighbors including 
SEMASS, Rochester Bituminous, a transfer station, and an 
electric substation, and that the project is suitable for the 
area.

a bituminous plant negatively impact the value of the 
adjacent industries? No/' Mr. Gilmore said. 

Board member Kirby Gilmore agreed. 

"I own 50 acres of property away from [SEMASS] 
in South Middleboro. . .When I spend evenings outside, 
the noise is unbelievable, I can hear it a mile away. I hear 
no other noise from that location,'' he said, saying that an 
additional plant would not materially change the nature 
of the area as industrial. 

"The precedent set by the existing industry puts 
it well within [the Planning Board's] purview," echoed 
Davis Sullivan. 

ZBA Chairman Richard Cutler said given the 
"massive" amount of hearings and testimonies the 
Planning Board considered, he felt the board did its due 
diligence. "I don't think it went beyond its charter," he 
said. 

With little to no comment from both the petitioner's 
legal representative Benjamin Tymann and Edgewood 
Development's Gerry LoRusso and Tim Higgins - all 
present at the meeting - the board swiftly voted to uphold 
the Planning Board's May 24, 2011 decision. 

With the ZBA now firmly behind the Planning 
Board, it is unclear if the petitioners will continue to battle 
out the proposal asphalt plant in court. 

"All I can say at this point is that we are reviewing 
our options," said Atty. Benjamin Tymann following the 
ruling. 
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Paige Ryan, LMHC 
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To schedule an appointment or to find out more information, 
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Michael D'Acci of 119 King's Highway, a direct 
abutter of the proposed plant who in among the 
petitioners, said he wasn't surprised by the ruling. 

''It's the same old, same old. No surprises. I figured 
they'd all stick together," he said in response to the 
decision. 

Rochester Town Counsel Blair Bailey said the ZBA's 
decision is by no means a shoo-in that the plant will get 
built soon. 

Although he said it is unlikely, if it goes to Superior 
or Land Court, "it could go on for years," Atty. Bailey said 
following the ruling. More likely, "it could take a year." 

For now, Atty. Bailey said if it happens, the court 
battle is between the petitioners and Edgewood, although 
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he will be on hand to ''support the decisions of the 
board/' 

The petitioners have 20 days to appeal the ZBA's 
decision. 

Board Approves NOI for Crestfield Home 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
meeting on Monday, February 13 drew a room full of 
residents who mostly came out to voice concerns on a 
Notice Of Intent application for a single-family house to 
be built on Crestfield Street. 

Dave Davignon, from Schneider and Associates - 
representing the applicant of the project - presented plans 
to the Commission for the construction of a home on the 
1.4 acre parcel of land, with 120 feet of frontage along 
Crestfield Street. They were proposing the construction 
of a driveway, to cross the wetlands, measuring 12 by 68 
feet. In the original plans, the driveway was to be paved 
with gravel, but the revision stated that it would be paved 
with asphalt. 

Another revision of the plan was to lower the base 
grade of the replication area in order to hold the volume 
of two inches of rainfall for the area of the rooftop. In 
addition, during construction, Mr. Davignon said that 
they would take care of cleaning up an intermittent 
stream that runs through the neighborhood to help the 
flow of water toward the local wetlands nearby. 

Though only a few residents commented during 
the hearing, the main concerns were about possible 
flooding of other properties near the site. One abutter said 
he was worried that the flat, impermeable surfaces of the 
home, such as the roof and paved driveway, may hinder 
more efficient drainage of water. Mr. Davignon said 
that historically the area did not have a big issue with 
flooding, and that by maintaining the intermittent stream 
properly, the neighborhood should have no flooding 
issues. 

Despite the concerns of the public, the Commission 
found that the plans were in compliance with the 
necessary laws and regulations.

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Commission Chairman Peter Newton suggested 
to the abutting neighbors that they create a plan for 
maintenance of the stream and bring it before the 
Commission. They voted in favor of the revised plans, 
but issued a standard order of conditions regarding the 
diameter of drainage pipes. 

The Commission also heard from John Cannell 
of Field Engineering, regarding a Notice Of Intent for 
roadway and drainage improvements on North Street. 
Mr. Cannell explained that they would reconstruct the 
roadway from Church Street to Water Street, including 
the addition of more catch basins, a water quality inlet 
with a bypass and filtration system, and the lengthening 
of the sidewalk. Commission member Tom Copps offered 
only one question about the frequency of maintenance. 
Mr. Connell said that it would be required up to twice 
per year. The Commission voted to approve the project as 
submitted. 

Next, they heard from Doug Schneider, on behalf of 
Christine 

Gibbons, who requested to build a retaining wall 
on the south side of her property. Commission member 
Bob Rogers said he had visited the site and does not 
believe the wall would negatively impact abutters. 

Neighbor Ira Hill voiced concern that his property 
may experience heavier flooding, but Chairman Newton 
said the drainage would not run in the same direction as 
Mr. Hill's property. The Commission then voted in favor 
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of the new plans. 

Then they heard from Rick Voci, regarding a Notice 
Of Intent for the construction of an industrial tower 
and wireless telecom compound on Marion Road. He 
was presenting revised plans for the site that included 
more detailed description of location of the access road, 
sedimentation control, and drainage. The Commission 
voted in favor of the plans, but issued a condition that 
construction may not occur within 15 feet of bordering 
vegetative wetland. 

The Commission then heard from Dean Whitla and 
his Notice Of Intent to install a new septic system at 68 
Fairhaven Road. The current septic system is located well 
below the water table. Mr. Whitla wanted to replace the 
old system with a new one that sits higher than the local 
water table, so as to avoid any potential health hazards. 
He also wanted to raise the overall grade of the area to 
prevent flooding. There was no vote on this issue. 

Next, they heard from Rick Sharon of Sharon 
and Associates, on behalf of Fadi Heneine. He filed a 
Notice Of Intent to construct a new single-family home 
on Fairhaven Road. Mr. Sharon said there were plans to 
build a home on the site in 2002, by the prior owner, who 
died a few years ago. 

They are proposing a smaller house than the 
original plans outlined. The Commission's main issue 
with the site was with the septic system, part of which is 
exposed about 18 inches above grade. Mr. Newton was 
concerned that if they could not cover the remaining area 
of the septic, the whole system would need to be removed 
and replaced. 

The Commission voted to accept the project, 
pending their approval of updated plans that would 
reflect the height of the septic system. 

The Commission then heard from David Davignon, 
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representing an applicant who filed a Notice Of Intent 
to demolish and rebuild a home at 16 Ocean Drive. Mr. 
Davignon said the new home would be built elsewhere 
on the property so that the owners could live in the old 
cottage until the new structure was complete. They plan 
on using the property as their retirement residence. Mr. 
Davignon also said that the existing cottage does not 
adhere to FEMA flood zone regulations and the new 
home will. The Commission voted in favor of the project. 

Lastly, they heard from Alan Decker, of the 
Coalition for 

Buzzards Bay and Gary Johnson, of the Mattapoisett Land 
trust. Mr. Decker discussed purchasing a conservation 
restriction on 307 acres of land in the Old Aucoot area.

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

The public will have an opportunity to weigh 
in on a bylaw proposal that spells out new rules for any 
trade, professional or other occupation that is carried out 
in a residential dwelling. The Rochester Planning Board 
announced at its February 14 meeting that the public 
hearing for a new ''home occupancy bylaw'' will take 
place on February 28 during its 7:00 pm meeting at the 
Town Hall. 

The home business bylaw would remove current 
rules that essentially list which professions are allowed in 
private homes, and add new rules that apply across the 
board to all types of home-run businesses. These rules 
discuss parking restrictions, setbacks for roadside stands, 
etc. 

A public hearing is required before the Planning 
Board can submit the bylaw changes as a warrant article. 
More information is available at the Rochester Planning 
Department office. 

In other business, the board continued its 
discussion on the formation of a new Village Zoning 
Overlay which would allow residents near the town 
center to pursue mixed-use projects. The board currently 
is working on drawing out an exact map detailing what 
areas the overlay would encompass. 

In the meantime, the board voted to authorize 
Town Planner John Charbonneau to draft a letter to 
neighbors asking if they oppose living inside a new 
Zoning Overlay that would allow limited commercial in 
their agricultural/ residential zone. 

"We may get feedback from people who don't 
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want to see neighbors use their property differently... 
We'll see how they respond/' Mr. Charbonneau said. 

"They may have ideas we have never dreamed 
of, and we'll want to know," commented board member 
Susan Teal. 

Discussing the issue of how homes in the Overlay 
would be taxed. Chairman Arnie Johnson said he spoke 
with John Mello in the Assessor's Office, who said that 
Rochester most likely will remain under a unified tax rate 
during the next several years. However, Mr. Johnson said 
an Overlay could boost property value, affecting taxes. 

The planning board had considered incorporating 
the land at the Old Airport on Marion Road in the 
Overlay, but some members felt it is more appropriate 
to look at that land in a separate warrant article. Mr. 
Johnson said previously that the lot may soon be open for 
development. 

"That is a big chunk of land, it is sizeable enough 
for someone to do something," said board member Gary 
Florindo, noting that the property is on a state road and 
has access to town water. 

However, Mr. Charbonneau cautioned that the 
wrong kind of development could come at the detriment 
to the town center. 

"It's still close enough to the town center that if 
you get the wrong kind of development in there, it could 
spoil the town center," he said. 

Chairman Johnson said a Zoning Overlay

In other matters, the board is working on an 
additional agricultural enterprise overlay bylaw, which 
it intends to show to the newly formed Rochester 
Agricultural Commission in March. The board agreed 
that any subdivisions with 10 or more homes would be 
excluded from such an overlay. 

Lastly, the board noted that board member Peter 
Geldmacher is not seeking re-election, thus anyone 
interested in running for the Planning Board opening 
should contact the Town Hall. 
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ConCom Approves Bay watch 40B Project 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission voted 2-1 
in favor of a Notice of Intent filed by Baywatch Realty for 
its affordable housing project at its Wednesday, February 
8 meeting. 

The Notice of Intent would allow Baywatch 
to construct the latest modification of its proposed 
affordable housing complex - 60 affordable rentals and 
36 non-affordable single family homes - with associated 
parking areas, on-site and off-site utility connections, 
storm water management infrastructure and related 
mitigation measures. 

Baywatch Realty's most recent 40b proposal also 
is before the Zoning Board of Appeals. 
During the hearing, the Commission heard from engineer, 
John Churchill, who was hired to perform a peer review 
study of the plans. He confirmed that the project was 
mostly in compliance with town regulations. 
The main questions of the Commission pertained to the 
design of a bridge to be built on the main road into the 
development that would span the wetlands crossing area. 
Also of concern was the effect of the project on a nearby 
vernal pool. To address that issue, in its approval the 
commission required that the overflow from a proposed 
basin be diverted to a location further away from the 
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vernal pool. 

In other business discussed at the meeting, the 
commission met with landscape designer Susannah 
Davis, on behalf of Gale Runnells of 17 Reservation Way 
regarding an update of non-compliance with her order of 
conditions for removing phragmites, a tall, invasive reed 
common to the area. In order to eradicate the plants, a 
special spray must be used to break up the root systems. 

Commission members voiced concerns 
related to the contamination of other species of these 
root-destroying chemicals. Ms. Runnells assured the 
Commission that they would continue to work carefully 
around the non-invasive plants that share an ecosystem 
with the reeds. 
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Next, they heard from Douglas Watson of 32 
Oakdale Avenue Rd., who requested to replace a shed 
on his property with a garage. The commission did not 
have a quorum to vote on this matter due to a conflict 
of interest with an existing member of the Commission. 
The discussion was postponed due to the fact that the 
Commission was not supplied with updated maps of the 
property. 

Then the commission heard from engineer 
Dave Davignon from Doug Schneider and Associates, 
and contractor Wayne Tirrell from Lars V. Olson Fine 
Homebuilding, on behalf of Peter D. Scala of 28 Point 
Road. Mr Scala has asked to raze his existing garage, 
replace it with a new two-story garage with two 
bedrooms and a separate septic system. Also the plans 
included replacing the heating system with underground 
propane tanks.

ORR Draft Budget Includes Layoffs, Cuts 

ORR District School Committee

The tough task of funding a level-service budget 
was addressed at the ORR District School Committee 
meeting on Wednesday, February 8. 

However, just getting in the door was an issue, 
with over 80 teachers and instructional assistants 
standing at the entryway asking the committee to resume 
negotiations on a contract that expired on October 31, 
2011 (after a 60-day extension from August 31, 2011). 

"We've been away from the table since October," 
said Old Rochester Professional Educators Association 
(ORPEA) Co-President Colin Everett, who held a sign 
reading "Please Come Back to the Table." 

ORPEA Co-President Teresa Dall added that they 
wanted to set a date to sit down with the committee and 
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the mediator to get talks moving forward. 

Meanwhile, at the meeting. Superintendent Doug 
White started the budget discussion by saying that that 
benefits, contractual obligations and increased health 
costs pushed the level services budget up $495,000 above 
the FY 2012 budget, with approximately $221,000 for 
increased health costs and $81,000 for other contractual 
services for custodial and secretarial employees. 

According to Mr. White, the district employs 97.2 
staff currently and the budget cut scenario presented 
reduced that figure to 92, with the elimination of five 
positions. Mr. White said that the district enrollment 
remains flat, with 1,150 students at the junior and senior 
high school, and 23 of them being School Choice students, 
meaning out-of-district students who pay tuition to 
attend the school. 

"We need to increase revenue to replace federal 
and state funds we've lost,'' he said. One suggestion was 
to increase the number of School Choice students from 23 
to 48; ORR receives $5,000 from the sending district for 
each School Choice student. 

"If the towns can't support the schools, what [does] 
it look like?" asked Peter Bangs. 

"We've picked the bone clean on supplies and 
upgrades, like laptop replacements... that's not going to 
happen," said High School Principal Michael Devoll. 
"No new text books," added Junior High Principal Kevin 
Brogioli. 
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Also on the block was the reduction of one nurse. 
ORR currently staffs two nurses: one for the senior 
high and one for the junior high. The senior high has 
approximately 700 students and the junior high has 
around 460 students. The proposal would employ one 
nurse and add a certified nursing assistant. 

ORR Committee member Joseph Scott asked 
if there was a state or Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Schools requirement for a nurse for a certain 
number of students. 

"We've been looking at that and will clarify it/' 
said Mr. White. The savings for a change in nursing staff 
would amount to $25,350. 

In addition, custodial staffing would be reduced. 
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with a savings of roughly $75,000. 

A $109,000 savings was proposed by reducing 
seven paraprofessional staff positions. Another $80,000 
cut would be found by eliminating a high school English 
teacher. The result would be an increase in class size from 
20 to 23 students per teacher. 

Mr. Devoll was quick to mention that these 
teachers also man study halls and other extra curricular 
activities, so the impact is much larger than it appears. 

$56,000 would be generated in the elimination of 
the junior high school librarian position. The reduction 
from six special education teachers to five was also in the 
proposed plan. That position would result in a $32,630 
savings in the budget shortfall. 

A high school social studies teacher position was 
also on the chopping block, resulting in a savings of 
$36,215. 

"Remember, this affects class size and the options 
we offer to students,'' said Principal Devoll. A partial 
mathematics teacher position would also be lost, saving 
$20,500. 

The committee was asked to take time to look over 
the various proposals and come back at the next meeting 
prepared to finalize and tweak budget preparations. A 
public meeting, scheduled for March 5, will include open 
discussions on the proposed cuts. 

In other business, the committee approved: 

• The 2012-2013 school calendar. It shows the 
February break from February 18 to 22 and the April 
break dates as April 15 to 19. The last day of school would 
be June 13, given that no snow days are incurred. 

• A revision of the high school student handbook, 
changing the wording of ''revision scheduling" for 
students. The change is to prevent a student from having 
two study periods resulting from a dropped class. The 
student would be required to opt into another academic 
subject. 

FY13 Budget Proposal Still in Works 

Mattapoisett School Committee

Superintendent Doug White opted to wait until the 
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Mattapoisett School Committee's March 12 public hearing 
before laying out the specifics of the proposed FY 2013 
budget for the town's two elementary schools. He said 
ongoing talks with town officials - the result of which 
could lead to multiple scenarios - precludes him from 
going into too much detail. 

"We don't want to lay out scenarios until we are 
clear with what that would mean/' Mr. White said. "It 
gets people anxious before they need to be". 

However, some general information was 
provided, including that the budget subcommittee is so 
far proposing to increase the budget $130,250 over last 
year's levels. This increase incorporates teacher contract 
agreement increases, rising participation in vocational/ 
technical schools for Mattapoisett students (which comes 
out of the town's elementary school budget), more 
supplies and ELA/ Science materials, special education 
increased costs, and support for a new District Technology 
Director. The budget would not replace a retiring teacher 
although no other layoffs are in the preliminary estimates. 

"We are no longer receiving Ed job [federal] dollars 
in this budget. $41,557 had supported a teacher in this 
past year's budget," Mr. White said. State funds also will 
remain the same as last year under Gov. Deval Patrick's 
budget. 

For now, the superintendent said that he is working 
with town officials who have asked the schools to prepare 
a budget with no increases - thus $130,250 less than what 
they are hoping for at this point. 

If these reductions are fully required, "we'd need 
to make tough decisions that impact class sizes and 
programs," he said, but adding "we are working with the 
town to provide the high level of educational services we 
have all come to expect." 

According to Chairperson Gracinda Knox, 
preliminary data is showing that Mattapoisett likely is 
better off than its Tri-Town counterparts - Mattapoisett 
and Rochester - which are both facing extensive budget 
cuts. 

"We are in a terrific position compared to our sister 
schools," she said. "We're in a very good space." 

In other topics brought up at the meeting, Ms. 
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Knox and Mr. White noted the recent developments on 
the federal level to exempt Massachusetts from certain 
No Child Left Behind provisions. Massachusetts schools 
will have until 2017, not 2014, to bring everyone into the 
proficient level for math and science. 

"We'll have a few years to work on this, and 
develop strategies and guidance,'' Mr. White said. 

Also, the schools will not have to earmark certain 
Title I and II monies toward No Child Left Behind. 

"I'm very excited about that," commented Director 
of Curriculum and Instruction Elise Frangos, noting that 
mingling the money into "one pot" will have "collective 
power" to improve student programs and services. 

In a related conversation on freeing up more 
revenue for the town, committee member Charles Motta 
suggested that Mattapoisett lease out its school rooms for 
Wood School's Fairhaven students displaced during the 
upcoming building of a new school. 

"This could be a source of income," Mr. Motta said. 

In other business, the committee appointed Mr. 
Motta to work with Ray Andrews on storing clock 
mechanisms as the Center School Clock Tower undergoes 
restoration. 

Also, Gerald Johnson was appointed to a new 
Special Education Subcommittee established at the Joint 
School Committee last month to investigate special 
education funding mechanisms. 

Currently the Tri-Town elementary schools 
shoulder all out-of-district costs for special education 
for students from 2.5 to 22 years old. The committee is 
looking into spreading out the costs regionally so it is less 
of a squeeze on the elementary schools. 

"It's just a conversation at this point in time. It's an 
ability to look at how we are doing business and whether 
we are using best practices," said Superintendent White, 
adding that any changes in special education funding 
practices would require town meeting approval with two- 
thirds majority vote. 

"There is a lot of discussion to take place before any 
action," he said. 
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School Report 
Bulldog Lip Dubbing

Wareham High School has one, and so does 
Fairhaven High School. And now. Old Rochester Regional 
High School will join the trend and have its very own 
lip dubbing: energetic, creative, and infused with school 
spirit and pride. 

For the past two weeks, students from all four 
classes have been meeting in English teacher Merrideth 
Wickman's classroom with school nurse Kim Corazzini 
to plan the massive undertaking. It will be likely a while 
yet before the high school actually films the lip dubbing 
— the pre-February vacation filming session has been 
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nixed as Ms. Corazzini would rather take the time to film 
a high-quality lip dubbing than rush the process in order 
to have a lame lip dubbing ready for the school's film 
festival on Friday, March 2. (This was the original goal.) 

"[A lip dubbing] is a performance by a group of 
individuals lip synching a song as they progress through 
a certain venue or area/' Ms. Corazzini described the 
project. The lib dubbing that the students and staff of 
ORR will create is going to incorporate all areas of the 
building, as well as all members of the student body. 

The different teams, clubs, activities, and any 
interested students will be featured as the leads 
throughout the lip dubbing. 

"Fd like for any kid who wants to be a part of it to 
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participate and be featured in it/' Ms. Corazzini said. "It's 
not just the clubs." 

The interest in creating a high school lip dubbing 
came from seeing those created by neighboring schools, 
Ms. Corazzini explained. She admits that she is a fan of 
flash mobs, and drew a comparison of that particular 
trend to lip dubbing. 

"I've enjoyed what they do and how some of them 
have a sense of good feeling," Ms. Corazzini said. "I 
thought maybe it might be a fun thing to do. The ones we 
have looked at ... showcase the school and its community, 
at the same building a sense of school spirit and school 
pride." 

The initiative for the lip dubbing largely came 
from the AFS, which is led by both Ms. Corazzini and Ms. 
Wickman. 

"The AFS is sponsoring the Film Festival," Ms. 
Corazzini said of the event. "We thought [the lip 
dubbing] could be a major draw to it." As the situation 
stands right now, the lip dubbing will not be premiered 
at the Film Festival; instead, it will (potentially) be 
premiered at its own event. 

"I've gained commitment to the quality rather than 
getting it done for the Film Festival," Ms. Corazzini said. 
"Maybe we'll [premiere] it some evening. Part of [doing] 
it was to have a fundraiser." Ms. Corazzini also said that 
the school will see about posting the lip dubbing online 
once it is finished. 

At the second meeting for the lip dubbing, the 
students who were present selected the song that 
everyone will be lip synching. 

As the research of Ms. Corazzini says, the most 
important part of a lip dubbing is the song. It needs to be 
school appropriate, have a quick tempo, and be familiar 
to many people. It also needs to be fun to listen to - the 
audience shouldn't get bored watching the completed lip 
dubbing. 

After listening to a number of songs and discussing 
different premises for the lip dubbing, the students 
selected "4 Chords" by Axis of Awesome. The song is 
a mash-up of nearly 50 different songs from recent pop 
culture. Each song will be lip synched by a different 
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person, team, or club during the finished lip dubbing. 
The next tasks for the students involved in the planning 
process are to divide the lyrics, determine the route of the 
lip dubbing, and choreograph the different stages. Until 
these things are accomplished, the filming will have to 
wait.

My Solar Energy System 

Marion Energy Management Committee

The sun has been used to generate electrical power 
for years to charge batteries for watches, walk lights, 
navigational buoys, traffic signals, radios, satellites, and 
the International Space Station. Vacation houses located 
far away from public electrical sources have also relied 
on solar panels. More recently we have all seen houses 
in town that have solar panels on their roofs, and more 
of our neighboring towns are installing "solar gardens." 
What's up with that? 

The answer to that question is that solar power 
system costs are coming down, while electricity costs 
are going up. In Southeastern Massachusetts, we pay 
almost 20 cents per kilowatt-hour for NSTAR's electricity 
generated primarily from fossil fuels, and we can expect 
higher costs in the future. The people of Massachusetts 
are concerned about those high electrical costs and the 
long-term effects of burning fossil fuels to generate power 
We worry about our country's growing dependence on 
foreign oil. These concerns led me to take a careful look at 
solar power for my house, and here is what I found: 
I located a solar energy firm, experienced in a variety of 
residential and commercial projects, and I asked them

to submit a proposal for a solar energy installation on 
my roof. A representative visited my home in Marion 
village, looked over my electrical service, climbed up onto 
my roof, measured it, assessed its angle relative to the 
incoming sunshine through the seasons, and determined 
the impact of shadows on panel performance. Fortunately 
we have a south-facing roof with a 7-in-12 pitch, and 
shadowing effects would only reduce the potential solar 
capture by 10 percent. 

A week or so later I received a well- written 
proposal that clearly explained what work the firm 
would perform, whose panels and inverters they would 
use, how they would tie it in to my existing electrical 
system, and much more detail than I can relate in this 
short article. They would apply for all permits and state 
rebates, install the entire system, commission it, and do a 
follow-up assessment. They offered a five-year warranty 
on workmanship in addition to individual component 
warranties that are effective for much longer periods 
on the panels and inverters. They explained that the 
electricity generated by my system would simply mix 
with the power on the grid and that I would continue 
to be billed for power that I use minus the power that I 
generate. 

But how well and how long would the system 
perform, and how much would it cost? The panels and 
inverters should operate for at least 25 years with minimal 
maintenance and very minor reductions in efficiency.

After state rebates, a $1,000 state tax credit, and a 30 
percent federal tax credit, the cost for my system was 
reduced by 35-45 percent from $25,000 to $9,162. Our 
installer estimated that the system would generate 4050 
kilowatt-hours per year, reducing our electric NSTAR 
bills by 65 percent. But there are additional savings we 
did not expect. Large savings also come from the system's 
production of Solar Renewable Energy Certificates (Srecs). 
The details are a little complicated, but the end result is 
that we earn an additional $300 to $600 for every 1000 
kilowatt-hours our system generates, thereby shortening 
the pay-back period for the whole system to between 2.8 
and 4.5 years. Right now Srecs are worth about $500 per 
1000 kilowatt-hours {IVi times more than the rate we pay 
for our NSTAR power). We will receive more than $2,000 
per year in Srecs alone. 

I must admit that the favorable economics of a 
solar energy installation like ours depends in part on 
generous incentives provided by the state and federal 
government, but I believe that the government is right 
to encourage us to move away from fossil fuel use. It is 
satisfying to know that our solar energy system helps to 
reduce the country's dependence on foreign oil, slows 
down global warming, and cuts our personal electrical 
costs. 

Once you get started with this home-grown electric 
power, you can't help but wonder how your system is 
doing. Our system's performance is clearly shown in a 
clever web presentation I can read from any computer 
connected to the internet. The presentation allows me to 
watch the production of each panel on our roof anywhere, 
anytime. 

If you invest in a solar energy system like ours, you 
tend to watch its performance often, and you develop 
an interest in conserving energy in other ways. Compact 
fluorescent and LED light bulbs make the power you 
generate go much farther, you remember to turn off 
unused lights, and you really celebrate the sunshine!

Sparks of Inspiration 

The gymnasium of 
Center School in Mattapoisett 
was buzzing with the energy of 
dozens of third graders. . .and 
12,000 volts of electricity 

Andy Hall - a graduate 
of Tufts University and educator 
from the Boston Museum of 
Science - visited the school 
on Thursday, February 9 to 
present a special interactive 
lesson on electromagnetism. He 

conducts (sorry) 
these lectures at 
schools across 
Massachusetts, 
hoping to 
galvanize (no, 
really, Fm sorry) 
kids' curiosity 
with a series of 
fun tests to exhibit 
basic properties 
of electricity and 
magnets. 

The Wisconsin native discovered his love 
for teaching while studying physics. 

"What I really enjoy was the aspect 
of taking something that people don't know 
and putting into terms where they can easily 
understand it. Electromagnetism is complex, but 
I love breaking it down for third graders,'' he 
said. 

Most of Mr. Hall's tests involve the old 
standards, like 
a Tesla coil and 
a static-charged 
balloon rubbed 
on a student's 
head. With hands 
shooting into the 
air faster than bolts 
of lightning, the 
students were all 
eagerly hoping 
to be chosen to 
participate in the 
"experiments." 
He explained 
how positive and 
negative electric 
charges interact 




with one another and the functions of circuits and 
capacitors in relation to controlling electric currents. In 
one test, he had five student volunteers hold sticks made 
of different materials to teach the different between 
electric insulators and conductors, with sometimes 
shocking results (you had to have seen that one coming). 

This content of this program, which was organized 
by Debra Nettles of the Mattapoisett PTA, runs 
concurrent with much of the material the students are 
covering in their science classes. "We do one or 

two of these programs per year, which are curriculum- 
based. They are studying this stuff right now," she said. 
She said that students at this age benefit from a range 
of educational tools and formats, 
and these programs are aimed 
at supplementing the traditional 
forms of classroom instruction. 

Ms. Nettles also hopes that the 
special presentations will inspire 
some students to take a serious 
interest in science, a subject that 
did not appeal to her when she was 
in school.

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Silent Movie

The silent-film valentine The Artist, currently 
steamrolling towards a Best Picture win at the Oscars in a 
few weeks, is an enjoyable lollipop of a film. I don't know 
that it's the best of the year, but then I don't know that the 
other eight nominees are, either. Away from the hype and 
the awards, it tells the simple story of a silent star, George 
Valentin (Jean Dujardin), who faces a dark night of the 
soul when talkies encroach. The French do love these 
fables of obsolescence: the animated film The Illusion- 
ist, Oscar-nominated last year, considered the pain of an 
elderly magician at sea in a world of rock 'n' roll. Perhaps 
the Academy loves these fables, too (Martin Scorsese's 
birth-of-cinema fantasia Hugo is also nominated). The 
powerful love to pity themselves when the powerless — 
the plebes, the audience — reject them for the next new 
thing. 

For about the first 45 minutes, Jean Dujardin 
has a toothy grin of self-satisfaction bisecting his face. 
It becomes a little annoying, more so maybe because 
we realize George is being set up for a humbling fall. A 
young actress who got a walk-on (or dance-on) in one of 
his films. Peppy Miller (Berenice Bejo), is rising fast in the 
new world of talkies. She pities him, I guess, and tries to 
help him out, but he's too proud. His long-suffering wife 
(Penelope Ann Miller) kicks him out of their mansion. He 
moves to a schlubby apartment, accompanied by his loyal 
dog and his equally loyal chauffeur (James Cromwell), 
who refuses to leave even though he hasn't been paid in 
a year. I was thinking: Dude, I don't care if you can't pay 
your driver — he can get another job — but your dog can't 
get another job, and you'd better be putting some food in 
his dish. 

Ah, but none of this is supposed to be taken 




literally or even seriously, I know. It is, as I said, a fable. 
The talkies made many stars but destroyed many others, 
many of whom just couldn't tone down their effects — 
their "mugging" — or had terrible voices, like Jean Hagen 
in Singin' in the Rain (still, by the way, the movie to beat 
on the subject of Hollywood's silent-to-talkies transition). 
This all coincided with the Great Depression (as we see 
here), and despair was all too common. Nobody wants to 
see a movie about Marie Prevost, the silent-film star who 
was found dead in a hotel room at 38, with bites on her 
legs from her dachshund trying to wake her up. That kind 
of story doesn't win Oscars or get embraced by art-house 
audiences looking for comfort food. But it was the reality 
for a lot of people like George Valentin. 

I'm not saying I wanted The Artist to be that kind 
of story, either. But writer-director Michel Hazanavicius 
toys with despair only to gloss over it. The ending seems 
a bit neutral: we're not sure if George is indeed going to 
have a comeback or if he should just be happy being in 
front of a camera again with the woman he loves. Or does 
he? George and Peppy hardly spend any time together, 
and it seems like more of a mentor-student relationship, 
as in The Illusionist. There's not a lot of personality to go 
around (though James Cromwell speaks volumes with 
a few subtle expressions, and John Goodman provides 
some fun as a producer); even the dog only has his one 
trick (play dead), repeated without variation. The dog 
is adorable, like everyone else here, but adorability only 
takes you so far.
